On seeing the panels one fuels 
that there \x a specially pleasing grace in the representation of 
womanly bounty in the figures and Mh> a certain amount of delicate 
maimer and elegant smoothness combined with elevated find digni- 
fied composition. Many of the figures suggest an inexhaustible 
fertility of miuginatiou and an acute feeling for form on the purt 
of the artists- unknown craftsmen of versatile genius* The objects 
carved bv them mi 1 charmingly si]iipEt:i but they give id term ice to a 
mysterious life of the Nouh ami probe the depths of our individual 
oinsniousuS-KN by their delicate characterization and life-like s.iiggen- 
tiveneMB of composition combined with excellent decorative taste. 
These preciums relics belong to Kvllui» 919 <i. e, A. D* 1741) in 
the reign of Raja U&rtfl^uju Varmu, the milker of Modern Tra- 
vancorc. 

Two other notable discoveries of the year in the field of 
nucient art relate to mural pain tint's, one on the walls of the T irti- 
vambadi shrine in the Sri Pad mail abhasvftmi temple, Trivandrum, 
and tlie gllmr En the Palace at Kp^ipuntm t the capital of an ancient 
principality in Central TrftVancore, The relto of mu ral paintings 
noticed in the former arc considered to belong to the reign of the 
Tmvimcon King Aditya Vnrmn Sarvaftgiirtthfl filth oentuiy a* Dd 
who wa* a great patron of art and letters. This Sanskrit inscription 
engraved in ihe shrine record# that King COiimriid* 

ed at the town of Sy&iiaadOru (Trivandrum) the fhtiie of Kpipi, 
the gofalot a 77k!?i t]ajta and a dwikdujha in the Saba year 1296 cor- 
responding to a, i>* 1374 — 1 37 ft. These newly discovered relics 

comprise mostly figures of woiaeu, ru different kinds of drapery, 
and wearing many varieties of jewellery. Their coiEfeures; arc juirti- 
cularly gmoefuh One pm el is particularly striking in its composi- 
tion and cliarin of colour. It depicts a music-party of women play- 
ing on the Smrttjii) the Ooftu t v&d&Qjn t the tm&ha Vin<t> the Ft»a, 
the JVd^Mtwiram, etc. The figures arc distributee! in the given spice 
with perfect balance^ ariungement and grouping* One noteworthy

The last of tho ill anil paintings brought io light by the De- 
partment was in the Kj^gapuruoi Palace, depicting the Pitr&nic 
fitniry of tinjSndram-ol^a.

In iny excavation of the sites, I experienced in the firet place 
considerable difficulty ill getting th,- nocessary clue to the afpulfhm 
chambers.
